f-f' " In Wedensday's Chronicle-Telegram the 
If critical-financial condition of our public schools 
'.? was presented. The situation found here is gen- 
-eral, all over the State of Ohio, according to the 
^school authorities. In nearly all of the cities, vil- 
i^Utges, and rural districts the schools have not 


receiTed sufficient funds under the Smith Law to 
*-mjjeet operating expenses. General relief could 
/only be secured through the legislature. 
For 


^several years the people have been asking the 
'^legislature to help the schools. Finally, just be- 
^ 
* fore tlie, adjournment of the special session last 
springrtwQ; Trills were passed which if approved 


•'by therVj^te^s'of a school district will provide the 
' jiecessary money for maintaining the schools, on 
a pre-war basis. 


The first of these bills provides that the in- 


terest and sinking fund charges for all bonded 
indebtedness authorized before January 20,1920 
'may be set outside the Smith one per cent law 
., limitations. This would take care of all of the

and to the many nnsi epi esentations as to the reas- 
on why Mr Read \\as asked to lesign his position 
as postmaster; and I beliexe tli.it in justice to both 
yourself and Mr. Read the facts should be 
fully 


stated. 


The attention of the Department was diiected 


to Akron in May or June of last } eai, at which 
time representatives of the Akron Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Read and yourself called at my of- 
fice and made an urgent plea for help for Akron. 
The Department listened in a very 
sympathetic 


manner and was deeply impressed with the cordial 
relations which apparentlv existed among the post- 
master, representatives of the Chamber of Com- 
meice and \ourself, as there seemed to be complete 
harmony and unit) of purpose. 


After the conditions at the Akron Post Office 


were fully discussed, I stated that the Department 
•would make an early in\ estimation and take what- 
ever action necessary to assist in rendering 
ef- 


ficient postal ser\ice. 
I also hoped to be able to 


make a personal investigation ot the matter, but 
because of other circumstances I was unable to do 
so. 


In order to keep in close touch with 
postal 


conditions in the laigest cities, 
the 
Postmaster 


General about that time had appointed a commis- 
sion consisting of M. O. Chance, Postmaster at 
Washington, D. C., Frank Barclay, Postoffice In- 
spector, Win. S. Ryan, Assistant 
Superintendent, 


Division of Postoffice Service, W. I. Denning, Gen- 
eral Superintendent, Railway Mail Service, 
and 


Rudolph Rrauer, Superintendent, Sixth Division, 
Railway Mail Service. These gentlemen are all 
postal experts, have been many years in the service 
and are highly trained in their respective duties. 
This commission conducted investigations in a 
number of cities, and was sent to Akron with no 
thought except to improve the service in every pos- 
sible way within the power, of the postoffice de- 
partment. These gentlemen approached their in- 
vestigation in a perfectly friendly manner toward 
Postmaster Read, with the view'solely of helping 


him solve the local problems; but greatly to my 
surprise the investigation as it progressed revealed 
step by step the fact that Mr. Read was not compe- 
tent to handle the difficult situation in the Akron 
office. 
Notwithstanding the department's friendly 


attitude toward him, the conclusion was forcibly 
impressed upon us that the good of the service and 
the public interest required a change of postmas- 
ters. 


The investigation disclosed that some mail 


remained in the Akron office for weeks without be- 
ing delivered, that little or no consideration was 
given the public in the handling of its mail, and 
that the authorizations made by the 
department 


for extensions and improvements in the 
service 


were disregarded and public statements made by 
the postmaster that he had received no responses 
from the department to his 
repeated 
requests, 


when, as a matter of fact, he had made no such re- 
quests. 
The interests of the public demanded im- 


mediate and prompt action. When the facts were 
laid before the department the following telegram 
was sent to Mr. Read: 


"Have conferred with a member of the com- 


mittee which visited your office. 
To my utter sur- 


prise learned that the delay of mail and your fail- 
ure to secure clerks has been due to negligence and 
lack of initiative on your part. Unless you meet 
this situation promptly it will be necessaiy to take 
drastic action.' 
—to which Mr. Read replied, by telegram, as fol- 


lows :— 


"Be assured, granted authority and 
means, 


service will be extended and promoted." 
—and upon receipt of this telegram the Depart- 
ment notified him by wire as follows: 


"I am informed by Mr. Ryan that you stated 


to your Chamber of Commerce during the time 
members of the committee of the 
Department 


were at your office that the department had failed 
to answer your correspondence or make allowance 
for clerks or carriers, or grant you additional em- 
ployees; that you further stated to members of the 
committee and Chamber of Commerce that you had 
made requests for additional carriers to enable you 
to extend city delivery service to that portion of 
your city known as Goodyear Heights and that 
your request had not be*n granted. There is no 
correspondence on file in the department indicat- 
ing that request for these carriers or the extension 
of service to Goodyear Heights was made by you. 
I have also been informed that up to the time of the 
visit of the committee you had mace practically no 


effort to secure auxiliary clerks to keep the distrib- 
ution and delivery of mail current and that when 
an effort to secure such help was made on the 
twenty-third and twenty-fourth instant, abundance 
of help was secured with very little effort 
Our 


files have all been searched and show that we have 
answered promptly your correspondence and grant- 
ed requests made by you to the full extent asked. 
I have also been informed that local circulars adver- 
tising sales were not delivered prior to the time of 
such sales; that you advised the senders that you 
could not make delivery because of lack of help and 
that by permission of the mailers the circulars were 
destroyed. Your failure to distribute these circu- 
lars and the disposition made of them by you is in- 
defensible. Wire promptly on receipt of this tele- 
gram any explanation you wish to make of your 
actions as mentioned in this message.'' 


The following day, September 28, 1919, Post- 


master Read replied as follows: 


"Replying to second message, there are mis- 


understandings which were caused by my state- 
ments Tuesday morning before the committee af- 
ter a restless, nervous night succeeding a brief ill- 
ness a few days before, which caused an abnormal 
mental state that morning or I would not have said 
that sales advertising matter had been lying unde- 
livered until after date of sale and then destroyed. 
That was simply an old rumor for which I could 
find no foundation and had never occurred to my 
knowledge and investigation I would not have 
sanctioned such action. Nor could I recall facts 
and figures that morning with any certainty. I did 
make effort to secure male help but not much for 
female clerks owing to the condition of the build- 
ing. 
I never made special request for carriers for 


the new Goodyear Heights allotment until today. 
I merely said authority had not yet been granted 
for carriers. I did not say request had been re- 
fused. I realize xiuring the day that I have made 
misleading remarks and then thought I would get 
an opportunity to explain to Supt Ryan but failed 
to get a hearing before he left. I will explain fur- 
ther by letter." 


Upon receipt of this telegram the Department 


notified him in a letter dated October 3, 1919, as 
follows: 


"I am in receipt of the reports submitted by 


the special committee which recently visited your 
office and I have conferred with the members per- 
sonally. I am greatly shocked to learn of the de- 
plorable conditions existing in your office and to 
know that you have not kept us advised of the 
same, thus allowing the service to become demor- 


ahzed to the extent that it has in Akron. This not 
only reflects seriously upon your office but upSn 
the Department as well. The condition is.aU the 
more deplorable because of the confidence which I 
had m you personally and the manner in which we 
met your every request. 


"In view of all the circumstances the Depart-' 


ment cannot do otherwise than ask that you sub- 
mit your resignation immediateiy> effective whm, 
the sureties on your bond install an acting post- 
master which they have been requested todaV to 
do. Unless your resignation is submitted by the 
time an acting postmaster is installed the records 
will show your separation from the service by re- 
moval. 
* 


No one was more surprised than myself aYithe 


conditions m the service at Akron as revealed ,by. 
the investigation.. .No one regretted more than 
myself the necessity of asking Mr. Read for 
his 


resignation, as our personal relations had always 
been very cordial and friendly. 
No one outside of 


the Postoffice department except the Chamber of 
Commerce committee had the slightest knowledge 
of the disclosures made by the investigations as 
they were not even communicated with—not you 
or any person except the postmaster at that time; 
and the dismissal of the postmaster was entirely 
contrary to the original purpose and expectation of 
the Department. The Department was forced to 
take this action entirely on its own initiative, for 
the protection of the public and the good of the 
Postal Service. No suggestions were made by 
anyone of a political nature. 


Under the Executive Order issued by the 


President on March 31, 1917, an examination was 
held to fill the vacancy in the position of postmaster 
at AkYon. The Department has no alternative un- 
der this order than to appoint the highest eligible 
unless disqualified by character or .residence. As 
a result of the first examination Mr. William H. 
Kroeger was appointed and confirmed, but he later 
declined the appointment. As the result of a sec- 
ond examination, Mr. Frank P. Allen received the 
highest rating, and his nomination was promptly 
forwarded to the Senate in accordance with 
the 


Executive Order of March 31, 1917. 


This fully covers the facts as to why th'e De- 


partment deemed it necessary to ask for Mr. Read's 
separation from the service.
